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Response to Arguments 

1 . The three affidavits under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed 10 July 2006 are insufficient to overcome 
the rejection of claims 1 1, 23, 34, 46, 57, 69 and 74 through 79 based upon Shomo (U.S. Patent 
No. 4,660,832) in view of Johnson (U.S. Patent No. 2,425,245) as set forth in the last Office 
action because: 

It states that the claimed subject matter solved a problem that was long standing in the 
art. However, there is no showing that others of ordinary skill in the art were working on the 
problem and if so, for how long. In addition, there is no evidence that if persons skilled in the art 
who were presumably working on the problem knew of the teachings of the cited references, 
they would still be unable to solve the problem. See MPEP § 716.04. 

It include(s) statements that amount to an affirmation that the claimed subject matter 
functions as it was intended to function. This is not relevant to the issue of nonobviousness of 
the claimed subject matter and provides no objective evidence thereof. See MPEP § 716. 
Specifically, each of the affiants simply attests to the security and comfort of the grip attributable 
to the claimed adhesive and 4-way stretchable layer. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 10 July 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to Applicant's statements that Shomo '832 fails to teach a hand railing, 
the Examiner maintains that element 13a of the prior art is a hand railing and provides hand 
guidance and support along an impact device (see Claim 1). In support of the final rejection, the 
Examiner offers the following example: gymnasts use pommel horses with hand railings, the 
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hand railings being impact devices subject to vibration and suitable for use in combination with 
the grip disclosed by Shomo '832. 

In response to Applicant's statement that Johnson '245 fails to teach a skin layer being 
axially wrapped about the outer surface of a railing such that the edges of the skin layer do not 
overlap, the Examiner first notes that Johnson '245 was relied upon for its teaching of non- 
overlapping edges, whether it is clipped or wrapped in a manner referred to by Applicant in the 
Remarks filed 10 July 2006 on page 5 is irrelevant. The Examiner further notes the express 
teaching by Shomo c 832 in column 6 on lines 57 through 68 for a skin layer having non- 
overlapping edges as preferred for reducing the vibration of the hand railing.
